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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sylvester (6,190,751) in view of Sellew. 

Sylvester discloses a gasket comprising a sheet of flexible material having an orifice 
(figure 2). The sheet can have various materials of different hardness, a skin, and a cellular 
material. Sylvester does not disclose a lip on an edge of the seal. Sellew teaches a seal having 
flexible sheet and an orifice. Sellew teaches using a lip(s) on an edge to improve sealing 
particularly where there are imperfections in the mating surface (see col. 2, lines 28-39). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to use a lip as taught by Sellew to improve sealing. 

Regarding the limitation that the sheet is formed by extrusion, this is considered a process 
limitation within a product claim and is given little patentable weight. However, Sylvester does 
disclose the sheet can be extruded. 

Regarding claim 3, Sylvester does not specifically disclose cellular EPDM. The selection 
of a known material based on its suitability for its intended use is not considered inventive. See 
In re Leshin 125 USPQ 416 (CCPA 1960). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use cellular EPDM in the sheet. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-2 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Schmidt 
(6,595,525). 

Schmidt discloses a seal comprising a sheet of flexible material 16 with and internal 
orifice. The flexible material comprises a self-adhesive skin 24. The seal comprises at least two 
lips 28 along an edge arranged perpendicular to the material 16. The lips are a different material 
and thus hardness from the material 16 and as seen in Fig. 2, one of the lips (i.e. one of the two at 
the top part) is located only along a portion of the seal. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1-28-05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is 
based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on 
obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so 
long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the 
time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 
applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA1971). 
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In response to applicant's argument that the gasket of Sellew is nonanalogous art, it has 
been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, 
then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, 
in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 
F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). Further, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to 
produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so 
found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In 
re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, both Sellew and 
Sylvester relate to sealing gaskets having apertures, thus both are in the "seal" art. Sellew clearly 
teaches that the use of a rib/lip properly seals imperfect mating surfaces. Sellew also teaches that 
the lip allows for a smaller amount of compression for an effective seal (see col. 2, lines 28-39). 
Imperfect/uneven surfaces are not limited to containers. Thus such teaching would be beneficial 
to any environment potentially having an uneven mating surface. Further, the lip(s) would 
require less compressive force to achieve an effective seal. Finally, the use of a lip/bead is 
already known in the automotive area, as evidenced by Schmidt and Hills for example.
